New Ambush 
Detector Eyed 


Pentagon Hunts 
Special Weapon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Pentagon is giving top priority 
to secret research aimed at de­ 
veloping an amb ush detector for 
U.S. troops in Viet Nam.

American Gl’s to Viet Cong sol­ 
diers hidden in b rush along a 
road, for example, or nestled 
with sniper rifles in trees. 
Just how the device would 
work is b eing threshed out at 
the Army’s Limited War Lab o­ 
ratory at Ab erdeen, Md., a unit 
set up in 1962 to provide special­ 
ized war gear on a quick reac­ 
tion b asis for areas such as Viet 
Nam. 
Details are cloaked for securi­

testing insects that “ smell out” 
humans, acoustical devices that 
reach out some distance to pick

had to say 
abou t Ho Chi Minh, or Mao 
Tse-tu ng, or Fidel Castro, whose 
m otiv es he has nev er been able 
to fathom . The common sense 
em erged, like a crocu s sticking 
its head abov e grou nd after a 
long W inter, when Bill Fu lbright 
practically told Foreign Aid Ad­ 
m inistrator Dav id Bell that this 
bu siness of direct gov ernm ent- 
to-gov ernm ent aid was a bad 
thing, and th at in lending mon­ 
ey for ov erseas dev elopm ent it 
w’ou ld be a far better arrang e­ 
m ent if U. S. fu nds were to go

World Bank. 
It so happened that the v ery 
day on which the A rkansas Sen­ 
ator was com plaining th at gov -

India com plained abou t P resi­ 
dent Ly ndon Johnson’s proposal 
that an Indian-Am erican edu ca-

the $300 million in ru pees which 
the U. S. has on deposit in In­ 
dian banks. This v ast su m of j 
money has accu m u lated throu gh 
the sale of A m erican foodstu ffs 
u nder the U. S. Food for Peace 
program , and it cannot be tak- 
en ou t of the 
cou ntry . 
Some- j 
thing m u st be done with it in -1 
side India, bu t the Delhi pro- j 
fessors don't w ant to see official 
U. S. gov ernm ent inv olv em ent 
in a fou ndation created to edu ­ 
cate Indians. 
The head of 
Delhi 
Univ er­ 
sity 's facu lty of arts, Dean R. 
K. D asgu pta, hastened to add 
that he did not ascribe any ev il 
m otiv es to Am ericans. “ After 
all,” he said, 
“ the Ford 
and 
Rockefeller 
Fou ndations 
hav e 
been v ery helpfu l here.” What 
bothers Dean Dasgu pta is the 
chance that “ if A m erican offi­ 
cials control the disbu rsem ent of 
these hu ge am ou nts of money , 
then they also will inev itably in­ 


flu ence edu cational policy .” 
Hav ing ju st spent a cou ple of 
weeks in Mex ico, I am in a good 
position to appreciate the w is­ 
dom 
of 
Fu lbright’s 
criticism 
of direct gov emment-to-gov em - 
m ent aid. Like the Sou th Viet­ 
nam ese, or the Indians, the M ex ­ 
ican politicos don’t mind taking 
money . Bu t they don’t w ant to 
stand before their constitu ents 
as being “bou ght” by that m on­ 
ey . 
The m ost satisfactory U. S. 
loans to Mex ico at the moment 
are rou ted throu gh Mex ican pri-1 
v ale banks to indiv idu al farm ers 
who happen to be sm all pro­ 
prietors with sam e secu rity to 
pu t u p for the money . The mon- j 
ey m ay originate with the U. S .; 
gov ernm ent, bu t it is passed on 
at six percent throu gh priv ate 
banking channels to the “ pe- 
qu enos 
propriatarios” 
withou t 
bringing Mex ican politicos into 
the act. The priv ate banks, as it 
was described to m e, insisted 
that each loan be su perv ised by 
an 
ex perienced 
“ agronom e,” 
who insists that it be applied to 
indiv idu al projects th at prom ise 
a profit. Same of the loans, 
which av erage $2,500, hav e en­ 
abled sm all farm ers to dou ble 
their

SOLOMON stands out on the 
pages of history as one of the 
m ost 
learned 
men 
who 
ever 
lived. He w as a poet, writer, 
ruler of a vast kingdom, a man 
of outstanding 
t al e n t with 
everything the h u m an heart 
could desire. He had asked God 
to give him wisdom, and though 
generally highly praised for his 
wisdom, 
Solomon 
ac t u al l y 
lacked it. Instead he had learn­ 
ing, information and facts on a 
wide variety of subjects, but 
not the ability to use his knowl­ 
edge, which is the crux of w is­ 
dom. 
Solomon’s reign was, in gen ­ 
eral, peaceful, and he strength­ 
ened the peace by taking daugh­ 
ters and sisters of neighboring 
rulers as w ives until he had the 
largest harem in the Orient, the 
support of which eventually be­ 
came an intolerable tax burden 
upon his people. 
Further, Solomon allowed his 
m any w ives to bring their for­ 
eign gods into the city and %\or 
ship them, resulting in a rebirth 
of 
idolatry. 
Though 
Solomon 


instances in history where hu­ 
man liberties have been asserted 
in the face of tyranny; they 
sim ply wanted redress of their 
grievances. 
Initially, Rehoboam consulted 
with the older men about him 
who had been serving the state 
and his father for 
years. They 
counseled him to “ be a servant 
unto his people,’’ comply with 
the 
request 
and 
speak 
good 
words to them. But Rehoboam 
rejected such good advice, turn­ 
ing instead to young men in the 
court with whom he had grown 
up, mere lads who had been 
raised in luxury, totally igno­ 
rant of the true situation of the 
common people who supported 
them and the niceties and re­ 
sponsibilities of rulership. 
To the petitions of his people 
the foolish, heartless, insolent 
youngster on the throne replied 
that no m atter how' heavy the 
yoke his father, Solomon, had 
laid upon them, he would make 
their burdens even heavier. 
Thus, the folly of Solomon

The people, im 
poverished by heavy taxation 
and worn out with forced labor, 
cam e to the new monarch ask ­ 
ing relief from their heavy bur 
dens. Spokesman for them was 
Jeroboam, who had been forced 
to flee to E gypt during Solo 
mon s reign, and had now re­ 
turned. There w as nothing tm 


common people to set the stage 
for the enactm ent of a huge and 
tragic drama, one destined to 
play a large part in the future 
history of the Hebrew people. 
In his arrogance, the foolish 
Rehoboam had worked out the 
ordained judgment of God. 
Infuriated, the ten northern 
t r i b e s separated them selves 
from the southern tribes, and 
established their own kingdom, 
called Israel, with Jeroboam as 
their king, and Shechem as the 
capital city.

TWO SELFISH , AMBITIOUS RULERS LEAD TO THE 
DETERIORATION OF A NATION

SOLOMON stands out on the 
pages of history as one of the 
most 
learned 
men 
who 
ever 
lived. He w as a poet, writer, 
ruler of a vast kingdom, a man 
of outstanding 
t a l e n t with 
everything the h u m a n heart 
could desire. He had asked God 
to give him wisdom, and though 
generally highly praised for his 
wisdom. 
Solomon 
a c t u a l l y 
lacked it. Instead he had learn­ 
ing. information and facts on a 
wide variety of subjects, but 
not the ability to use his knowl­ 
edge, which is the crux of w is­ 
dom. 
Solomon’s reign was. in gen­ 
eral, peaceful, and he strength­ 
ened the peace by taking daugh­ 
ters and sisters of neighboring 
rulers as w ives until he had the 
largest harem in the Orient, the 
support of which eventually be­ 
came an intolerable tax burden 
upon his people. 
Further, Solomon allowed his 
many w ives to bring their for­ 
eign gods into the city and wor­ 
ship them, resulting in a rebirth 
of 
idolatry.
